No charges 
against RCMP 
officers who shot 
man with knife 

An investigation into the 
fatal shooting of an Al¬ 
berta man wielding a knife 
has concluded the RCMP 
officers involved were act¬ 
ing in self-defence. 

The Alberta Serious 
Incident Response Team, 
or ASIRT, says criminal 
charges will not be laid 
against the Mounties. 

Two officers responded 
to a domestic disturbance 
at an apartment build¬ 
ing in Onoway, west of 
Edmonton, in January. 

They were confronted 
by a 49-year-old man who 
was armed with a knife. 

ASIRT says the man 
did not drop his weapon 
when he was ordered to 
at least twice and instead 
approached the officers. 

The police fired their 
weapons and the man died 
despite attention from 
emergency medical servi¬ 
ces.

Community 
police team to 
focus on transit 
this weekend 

The Edmonton Police 
Service’s monthly roaming 
Community Action Team 
(CAT) is focusing on the 
city’s LRT system, stations 
and parking lots through 
Aug. 11. 

The team includes tran¬ 
sit peace officers, Alberta 
Sheriffs, Homeward Trust, 
the Edmonton Police Cadets 
and youth agencies, all aim¬ 
ing to reduce crime along 
the transit routes. 

“A safe transit system is 
essential to any city. By run¬ 
ning CAT on the LRT line, 
we bring a policing element 
to assist transit security in 
achieving that goal,” said 
acting Sgt. Ryan Lawley of

They say one person’s trash is 
another’s treasure — and that 
has taken on a whole new 
meaning in Edmonton. 

The Edmonton Arts Coun¬ 
cil unveiled the first of its art- 
wrapped garbage trucks on 
Thursday. 

It is one of six waste col¬ 
lection vehicles that will have 



vinyl wraps, with the other 
five hitting the streets within 
the next month. 

“It puts the art out on the 
street where people can see it 
and have some fun with it,” 
said John Mahon, executive 
director of the Edmonton Arts 
Council. 

The projects are part of the 
city’s Per Cent for Art policy, 
which allocates one per cent 
of the eligible construction 
budget of any municipal pro¬ 
ject that is publicly accessible. 
The artwork on the trucks 
was commissioned when the 
city built a new operations 
building at the Integrated Ser¬ 
vices Facilities — Northeast 
Kennedale Complex.

permanent companion pan¬ 
els on the new building in the 


fall, which will be unveiled 
once it is complete and oper¬ 
ational. 

Mahon said the mobile 
art will make Edmontonians 
more aware of their garbage 
trucks. 

“The waste management 
system is fabulous in the city, 
but the trucks tend to go up 
and down the alleys and we 
don’t notice them,” he said. 
“And it seems to be kind of 
fun.” 


The project was inspired 
by a 2009 program in Phila¬ 
delphia, when 10 
waste trucks were 
wrapped in art.

The Edmonton Folk Music 
Festival is ready to entertain 
some 12,500 people a day at 
Gallagher Park this weekend, 


and while that means lineups 
for food, washrooms and find¬ 
ing a seat, organizers and pa¬ 
trons seem resigned to it: It’s 
part of the experience of being 
at a folk fest, a hugely success¬ 
ful one at that. 

“We’d actually like the fes¬ 


tival to shrink by about eight 
per cent,” producer Terry Wick¬ 
ham admitted before opening 
the gates Thursday. “But it’ll 
always sell out — it’s an idyllic 
combination of music and one 
of the best views of Edmonton. 

“It’s not a surprise to have 


this problem.” 

Wickham said the audience 
will notice a few changes this 
year, including a safer, more 
comfortable wait and quicker 
entry at the top of the hill, and 
an app to help tech-sawy follc- 
ies keep track of who is playing 
where and when. 

For 27-year folk fest veteran 
Rick Semel, it doesn’t matter 
who’s playing, though he men¬ 
tions Bonnie Raitt as one act 
he’s looking to catch this year. 

“Edmonton’s festival is spe¬ 
cial,” he said. 

“With the hills, every stage 
is a concert bowl.”

When the last Canadian one- 
cent coin was stamped in 
May, Habitat for Humanity 
Edmonton began a penny 
drive. 

To date, they have col¬ 
lected 1.6 million pennies. 

“We originally ... set our¬ 
selves a goal that we would 
raise 10 million pennies,” 
said president and CEO Alfred 
Nikolai. 

“(But) I don’t think any¬ 


body really put their mind to 
how many 10 million pennies 
is. But they have extended 
(circulation) until Februaiy 
so it gives us a little bit more 
time.” 

Two weeks ago, Finance 
Minister Jim Flaherty an¬ 
nounced the penny — which 
was supposed to cease in 
circulation this fall — would 
remain part of Canadian cur¬ 
rency until Feb. 4, 2013. 

Habitat for Humanity isn’t 
alone, as both the Edmonton 
Food Bank and the Edmon¬ 
ton Humane Society are ac¬ 
cepting donations of the coin, 
and are also planning penny 
drives. 

Both were gearing up to 
campaign hard this month, 
but now plan to begin asking 
for the coins as the holiday 
season approaches.

U.S. school changes rule after 
it’s said to have violated law 


A U.S. school is changing a 
policy that kicked pregnant 
students out of class and re¬ 
quired them to be taught 
at home, the school’s board 
chairman said Wednesday. 

No one at Delhi Charter 
School in rural Louisiana 
realized there was anything 
wrong with the policy until 
the American Civil Liberties 
Union’s state chapter threat¬ 
ened to sue, said chairman 
Albert Christman. 

The policy has gotten 
“everybody up in a roar,” he 
said. 

The school required stu¬ 
dents who were suspected of 
being pregnant to take a preg¬ 
nancy test. If they refused, or 
tested positive, they had to 
be home-schooled. The ACLU 
said the policy violated Title 
IX of the 1972 federal educa¬ 
tion law, which requires equal 
opportunities for both sexes. 

Too many schools do not 
realize pregnant students 
should receive equal treat¬ 
ment, the National Women’s 
Law Center said in a June re¬ 
port. 

“Despite enormous advan¬ 
ces for women and girls in 
education since 1972, schools

Dmitry Medvedev said Thurs¬ 
day that this week’s failed 
space launch has dented the 
nation’s prestige and that 
those to blame must be held 
responsible. 

A Proton-M booster rocket 
launched Monday failed to 
place two communications 
satellites into target orbits, a 
mishap that followed several 
other botched launches. 

An official investigation is 
underway. 

Medvedev said Thursday 
the failure could have been 
caused by “traditional sloppi¬ 
ness.” 

He says he will chair a gov¬ 
ernment meeting next week 
to look into the case and 
name those responsible for 
the failure. 

“We can’t tolerate that 
any longer,” Medvedev said at 
the start of a Cabinet session. 
“We are losing our prestige 
and billions of rubles.” 

Russia’s space program 
has suffered a series of hu¬ 
miliating failures blamed on 
manufacturing flaws and en¬ 
gineering mistakes. 

They included the loss of 
a robotic probe designed to

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Uruguayan plan. Legal 
market for marijuana 
could hit opposition 


A plan by Uruguay’s leaders 
to turn the government into 
the nation’s marijuana dealer 
has been presented to Con¬ 
gress, where the idea faces an 
uncertain fate. 

President Jose Mujica’s en¬ 
tire Cabinet signed onto the 
proposed law, which aims to 
take over an illegal marijuana 
trafficking business estimat¬ 
ed to be worth $30 million to 
$40 million a year. 

The law would have gov¬ 
ernment control marijuana 
imports, production, sale and 
distribution, creating a legal 
market for people to get pot 
without turning to riskier il¬ 
legal drugs. The text submit¬ 
ted to Congress on Wednes¬ 


day declares that the drug 
war is a failure and that ma¬ 
rijuana is only mildly addict¬ 
ive, unlike “cocaine, alcohol, 
tobacco and psychotropic 
drugs.” 

But lawmakers are div¬ 
ided on the idea, even within 
Mujica’s Broad Front coali¬ 
tion of leftist parties and so¬ 
cial groups. 

Mujica has said he’ll push 
the plan only if it gets at least 
60 per cent support in polls. 
An official in the president’s 
press office, speaking on 
condition of anonymity 
according to department 
policy, said the bill isn’t ex¬ 
pected to advance quickly.

When “The Worm Eater” and 
his sidekick “The Rat” were 
captured, they were allegedly 
carrying five grenades and 
about $1 million in cash. “Gar¬ 
bage” was caught extorting 
money from Mexico City bus 
drivers, police say. “The Pig” 
was known for his brutal style 
of killing rivals. “The Bum” al¬ 
legedly burned and buried his 
victims in clandestine pits. 

As Mexico’s dmg violence 
gets bloodier, with cartels 
competing to leave ever-big- 
ger piles of slaughtered vic¬ 
tims, dmg traffickers are be¬ 
ing tagged with ever-grittier, 
low-brow nicknames to re¬ 
flect their impersonal, almost 
industrial style of violence. 

Gone are the days of high¬ 
flying sobriquets such as “The 
King” (Jesus Zambada Gar¬ 
cia), “The Lord of the Skies” 
(Amado Carrillo Fuentes) or 


“The Boss of Bosses” (Arturo 
Beltran Leyva), all of whom 
are dead or in prison. Mid¬ 
level cartel leaders are now 
adopting or being baptized 
with nicknames such as “The 
Dog Killer.” That was Baltazar 
Saucedo Estrada, an alleged 
leader of the notoriously 
bloodthirsty Zetas gang. 

Experts say the killings 
and arrests of top cartel capos 
have left lesser spawn to mn 
the dmg, kidnapping and 
extortion businesses; that 
has fueled a cmder approach 
and a psychopathic, mass- 
dismemberment style of kill¬ 
ing. Instead of offing rivals 
for turf or cash, many of to¬ 
day’s narco-killers, especially 
among the Zetas, view their 
ultraviolence as a part of busi¬ 
ness, designed to shock the 
public into submission. 

“What we’re seeing today 
is a different kind of nick¬ 
name, that reflects a different 
way of criminals identifying 
themselves, and these new 
forms of violence,” said Mar¬ 
tin Barron, an expert in crim¬ 
inology at Mexico’s National 
Institute for Penal Sciences.

As Syrian forces struggled to 
drive rebels from the coun¬ 
try’s largest city, the regime’s 
key ally Iran tried Thursday to 
start an alternative political 
process to address the crisis. 

Iran gathered an array of 
nations ranging from strong 


supporters of Damascus to 
far-flung nations a world away 
from the Syrian civil war. 

The one-day forum is un¬ 
likely to result in any inter¬ 
national consensus, but it 
shows Iran’s resolve to stand 
by President Bashar Assad 
as his forces try to crush the 
17-month-old uprising. 

On Thursday, Syrian rebels 
said they were low on ammu¬ 
nition but still managed to 
put up resistance against a 
regime ground offensive in 
the city of Aleppo, a centre 


of fighting for more than two 
weeks. 

Tehran billed Thursday’s 
conference as a way to focus 
on dialogue — an alterna¬ 
tive to Western-led initiatives 
that call for Assad to give up 
power. 

Iran has said in the past 
that the Syrian regime’s crit¬ 
ics fail to take into account 
violence by the rebels. 

“Iran is against the killing 
of unarmed people and cit¬ 
izens by any side,” Iranian For¬ 
eign Minister Ali Alcbar Salehi 


said at the gathering. 

He also warned that 
sending weapons to the op¬ 
position will only fuel the 
crisis, and he accused rebels 
of using civilians as “human 
shields.” 

Russia in the past has urged 
the West to allow Tehran to 
take part in international dis¬ 
cussions on how to settle the 
Syrian crisis, arguing that the 
Islamic republic could play an 
important role. Moscow has 
been the main protector and 
ally of Assad’s regime, shield¬ 


ing it from UN sanctions over 
its brutal crackdown on an up¬ 
rising that has evolved into a 
full-blown civil war. 

The U.S. dismissed the 
Iranian gathering. 

“It’s just hard for us to 
imagine that after putting 
so much effort into keeping 
Assad in power ... how they 
(Iran) can be a constructive 
actor in facilitating a political 
solution to the crisis,” State 
Department spokesman Pat¬ 
rick Ventrell said.

Bosnia. Wildfires set off 
blast in old minefield; 
more explosions feared 


As firefighters tried to con¬ 
tain two wildfires near an 
ammunition factory in south¬ 
ern Bosnia on Thursday, one 
of the blazes began setting off 
explosions in a minefield left 
over from the country’s war 
in the 1990s, officials said. 

No one was injured, but 
the risks of entering the 
minefield and heavy winds 
were making it difficult for 
the firefighters and several 


military helicopters assisting 
them to battle the two blazes 
in the populated area. 

This summer has been 
one of the hottest on rec¬ 
ord in Bosnia, and it hasn’t 
rained in the country for two 
months. 

Bosnia’s 1992-1995 war 
turned it into one of the 
world’s most mine-infested 
countries.

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Suspect in hammer attack 



When a Spanish tourist was 
abruptly pummelled in the 
head by a hammer-wielding 
stranger on a park bench last 
week in New York City, there 
seemed to be little mystery 
about who attacked him — a 
suspect was arrested nearby 
and confessed, authorities 
said. 

But now the case may 
not be so straightforward: 
Prosecutors are investigating 
whether the suspect gave au¬ 
thorities a phoney name after 
a chess master in Canada told 
them he believes the man is 
using his identity. 

At the moment, the sus¬ 
pect is being held without 
bail on attempted murder 
and other charges relating 
to the hammer attack. He 
hasn’t been charged with any 
other crime. The Manhattan 
district attorney’s office is 
looking into the false-identity 
allegation, a person familiar 
with the case said Wednes¬ 
day, speaking on condition 
of anonymity because the 
person wasn’t authorized to 
discuss the matter publicly. 


Yoos too?

The Legal Aid Society, 
which is representing the 
suspect, had no immediate 
comment. 

The tourist, Hugo Ale- 
jandre of Barcelona, was eat¬ 
ing lunch with his girlfriend 
in a park near city hall on 
July 30 when a man sitting 
next to them pulled out a 
hammer and started bash¬ 
ing Alejandre on the head 
and back with it, prosecu¬ 
tors said. Bystanders ultim¬ 
ately wrestled the tool away. 
Alejandre was treated for a 
spinal fracture and deep cuts, 
prosecutors said. 

The chess player, John C. 
Yoos, 43, of Vancouver, says 
he knew nothing about the 
attack until a friend con-

tacted him Monday after 
seeing a news report about 
it. The friend thought it was 
a coincidence that a man of 
Yoos’ same name and age had 
been arrested in New York, 
Yoos said in a phone inter¬ 
view Tuesday. 

He looked at photos ac¬ 
companying news stories 
about the attack, recognized 
the suspect as an acquaint¬ 
ance from years ago and 
started calling authorities. 

“It’s a little bit disconcert¬ 
ing because, obviously, it’s 
been widely reported. It’s my 
name and my age on it,” he 
said by phone. “I’d be very 
happy if this was clarified 
soon — that this is not, in 
fact, me.” the associated press 


Utah. Deputy frees entangled moose 


A moose was freed from a 
strange backyard entangle¬ 
ment thanks to a brave Utah 
deputy wielding a pair of cut¬ 
ters. 

Sgt. Lane Findlay found 
himself face-to-face with the 
moose whose antlers were 
wrapped up in a backyard 
swing set last weekend. 

The Weber County Sher¬ 
iff’s deputy got the call Sun¬ 
day and responded to a resi¬ 
dential community outside 
Ogden, about 64 kilometres 
north of Salt Lake City. He 
said the moose appeared in 


distress, and was bleeding. 

Findlay said he handed his 
mobile phone to an onlooker 
and asked the person to shoot 
video, telling him, “If some¬ 
thing happens to me, give 
this to my wife.” 

The video shows the 
moose twisting in an attempt 
to free its antlers from the 
metal chains of the swing as 
Findlay cautiously approach¬ 
es with the cutters. He clips 
the chain links one by one 
until the moose finally pulls 
free and wanders off with 
minor injuries. 


Once free, the moose 
trotted to a nearby bucket 
of water and began drink¬ 
ing, “then he collapsed right 
there on the ground,” Findlay 
said. 

He said he spent about an 
hour spraying down the ani¬ 
mal with a hose while wait¬ 
ing for wildlife officials to 
arrive and assess the moose’s 
health. 

“Pretty crazy stuff,” Find¬ 
lay said. “This is certainly a 
first for me, and hopefully a 
last.”

A homeless man whose face 
was mostly chewed off in a bi¬ 
zarre assault alongside a busy 
Florida highway told police that 
his attacker “just ripped me to 
ribbons.” 

In a recorded interview with 
investigators, Ronald Poppo 
said the man who approached 
him at first seemed friendly. 
Then the man, Rudy Eugene, 
seemed to become angiy about 
something that had happened 
on Miami Beach, where thou¬ 
sands were partying through 
the holiday weekend in late 
May 

“For a while he was acting 



nice. Then he got flustered. He 
probably remembered some¬ 
thing that happened on the 
beach and was not happy about 
it,” Poppo said in the interview 
that was taped July 19 and first 
reported Wednesday by Miami 
news station WFOR-TV. 

Poppo said Eugene “turned 
berserk” and attacked with his 


bare hands, screaming that 
both men would die. 

“He just ripped me to rib¬ 
bons. He chewed up my face. 
He plucked out my eyes. Basic¬ 
ally, that’s all there is to say 
about it,” Poppo said. 

Eugene, 31, was shot and 
lulled by a Miami police offi¬ 
cer during the attack. Lab tests 
found only marijuana in his 
system. Poppo, 65, remains in 
a long-term-care facility after 
losing an eye, his eyebrows, his 
nose and parts of his forehead 
and right cheek in the May 26 
attack. His other eye was se¬ 
verely damaged. 

Poppo recalled Eugene tell¬ 
ing him that his Bible was 
stolen in Miami Beach and that 
Poppo was the one who took it. 
Poppo said he told Eugene he 
did not have anything, and had 
not been to Miami Beach.

Florida shooter to use ‘stand your 
ground’ law against murder charge 


The U.S. man charged in the 
fatal shooting of an unarmed 
black teen that led to national 
protests will try to have the 
murder charge dismissed 
under Florida’s “stand your 
ground” self-defence law, his at¬ 
torney said Thursday 

George Zimmerman, a 
neighbourhood-watch volun¬ 
teer, shot 17-year-old Trayvon 
Martin after a confrontation in 


Zimmerman’s gated commun¬ 
ity, where Martin was visiting. 

A hearing, which likely 
won’t take place for several 
months, will amount to a mini¬ 
trial involving much of the 
evidence collected by prosecu¬ 
tors as well as expert testimony 
from both sides. 

Legal experts say it’s likely 
that Zimmerman himself 
would testify since he is the 


sole survivor of the Feb. 26 con¬ 
frontation. 

Under the “stand your 
ground” law, Circuit Judge Ken¬ 
neth Lester can dismiss the 
charges if Zimmerman con¬ 
clusively shows he fatally shot 
Martin because he “reasonably 
believed” he might be lulled or 
suffer “great bodily harm” at 
the hands of the unarmed teen¬ 
ager.

Student strikes. Out- 
of-province support 
expected, activists say 


The more hardcore Quebec 
student activists say they will 
receive help from outside the 
province as they form picket 
lines to block the return to 
school. 

They say that at schools 
where student assemblies vote 
to remain on strike, they plan 
to enforce those votes outside 
classrooms as they start to re¬ 
open next week. 

Such a move would violate 


the province’s controversial 
protest law, Bill 78, which sets 
penalties between $1,000 and 
$125,000 for people or organ¬ 
izations that block access to 
schools. 

It could also force a show¬ 
down in the midst of a prov¬ 
incial election campaign and 
spark unknown political conse¬ 
quences. 

“People will be coming 
from Ontario and the United 
States to help students block 
their campus,” Caroline Tan- 
guay, part of a student group 
at the Universite du Quebec a 
Montreal, told a news confer¬ 
ence Thursday. 


That announcement was 
meant to stress the stamina of 
the protest movement amid a 
fast-changing political climate. 

While one-third of the prov¬ 
ince’s post-secondary students 
have been on strike, the num¬ 
ber is dropping following votes 
at assemblies leading up to the 
scheduled resumption of the 
long-suspended spring semes¬ 
ter. Classes at some schools 
begin next week. 

The results of the votes have 
been mixed — with some as¬ 
semblies voting to return to 
school and others wanting to 
continue their strikes.

The oft-maligned F-35 has 
passed an important develop¬ 
ment milestone by dropping 
its first test bomb. 

The practice mn happened 
Wednesday at an air test range 
off the coast of Atlanta, Ga.

A vertical take-off and land¬ 
ing version of the multi-role 
fighter — the ‘B’ variant — 
successfully dropped an inert, 
453-ldlogram smart bomb on 
a target.

The U.S. defence giant 
has been criticized for delays 
and huge cost overruns in 
the $389-billion program, the 
largest single defence procure¬ 
ment in U.S. history. 

If and when Canada for¬ 
mally signs a contract for the 
A’ variant, the F-35 would also 
become this country’s largest 
defence acquisition.

The Conservative govern¬ 
ment’s decision to abolish 
the CSIS inspector general’s 
office is a “huge loss” to the 
important task of keeping an 
eye on Canada’s spy service, 
says the woman who held the 
job for the last eight years. 

Eva Plunkett retired last 
December and the Conserva¬ 
tive government subsequent¬ 
ly scrapped her watchdog 
role, saying it would save 
money and eliminate dupli¬ 
cation. 

She had a staff of eight and 


a budget of about $1 million. 

The government says the 
Security Intelligence Review 
Committee — a panel of fed¬ 
eral appointees — will take 
over the inspector general’s 
functions. 

In her first public com¬ 
ments on the matter, Plun¬ 
kett said it is “ridiculous” to 
think the review committee, 
known as SIRC, could do the 
same job of probing the Can¬ 
adian Security Intelligence 
Service that her office did. 

“They don’t do the same 


kind of work at all,” she said 
in an interview. “They don’t 
go into the same depth, the 
same detail. And they’re 
basically part-time people.” 

The two watchdogs were 
different bodies with distinct 
roles, Plunkett said — the 
same message she delivered 
to federal officials last fall 
when they first approached 
her with the idea of merging 
the two organizations. 

As inspector general, Plun¬ 
kett, 60, served as the public 
safety minister’s eyes and 


ears on the intelligence ser¬ 
vice — a sort of early warning 
system to point out brewing 
problems. 

The review committee, as 
the name suggests, carries 
out studies of CSIS activities 
and looks into complaints, 
issuing public findings in an 
annual report. 

“SIRC is a public forum for 
people to complain. It’s also 
a forum to make the public 
aware of problems,” Plunkett 
said.

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U.S. begins Agent 
Orange chemical 
cleanup in Vietnam 


The plan. 73,000 cubic 
metres of soil will be 
heated to 335 C to 
break down the dioxin 
into oxygen, carbon 
dioxide and other 
harmless substances 


The United States began a 
landmark project Thurs¬ 
day to clean up a dangerous 
chemical left from the defoli¬ 
ant Agent Orange — 50 years 
after American planes first 
sprayed it on Vietnam’s jun¬ 
gles to destroy enemy cover. 

Dioxin, which has been 
linked to cancer, birth defects 
and other disabilities, will be 
removed from the site of a 
former U.S. air base in Dan- 


ang in central Vietnam. 

The effort is seen as a 
long-overdue step toward re¬ 
moving a thorn in relations 
between the former foes 
nearly four decades after the 
Vietnam War ended. 

The $43-million joint pro¬ 
ject with Vietnam is expected 
to be completed in four years 
on the 19-hectare contamin¬ 
ated site, now an active Viet¬ 
namese military base near 
Danang’s commercial airport. 

The work begins as Viet¬ 
nam and the U.S. forge clos¬ 
er ties to boost trade and 
counter China’s rising influ¬ 
ence in the disputed South 
China Sea that’s believed rich 
in oil and natural resources. 
The U.S. says protecting peace 
and freedom of navigation in 
the sea is in its national inter¬ 
est.

Rain. Philippine capital

Thousands of Filipinos 
shovelled muck and debris 
from flood-ravaged homes,

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Dry summer brings bears near 



United States. 

Worst U.S. drought 
in years brings close 
encounters as bears 
search for food; greens 
and berries shriveled 


With their normal summer 
diet of greens and berries 
shrivelled by the worst U.S. 
drought in decades, hungry 
bears are rummaging through 
people’s garbage, ripping 
through home screens and 
crawling into cars in search 
of food. 

In northern New York 
state, a black bear clawed 
through the wall of a candy 
store on Main Street last 
week. Another locked itself in 
a minivan and shredded the 
interior in a frantic struggle 
to escape, according to the 
state Department of Environ¬ 
mental Conservation. 

“We’ve been here 17 years 
and never had a problem 
with bears,” said Roslyn Star- 
er, who runs the Candy Cot¬ 
tage in Old Forge. 

“But it’s been so dry the 
normal foods in the woods

Forrest Flammond of the Vermont Depart¬ 
ment of Fish and Wildlife, which has warned 
farmers to bring their corn crops in ASAP 


just aren’t growing. So they’re 
coming into town.” 

In eastern Kentucky, the 
U.S. Forest Service closed two 
campgrounds for a weekend 
at the end of July because 
of bears raiding picnic bas¬ 
kets and coolers. Biologists 
blamed the drought-related 
beriy shortage. 

In Colorado, where 
drought has dried up the ber¬ 
ries bears rely on, a bear and 
three cubs broke into more 
than a dozen cars in the re¬ 
sort town of Aspen looking 
for food in June. 

A surveillance camera in 
a candy store in Estes Park, 
Colo., showed a bear making 
seven trips inside for candy in 
15 minutes. A bear that broke 
into homes there last month 
was killed because it posed a 
danger to people, one official 
said. 


Weather-related bear 
problems are nothing new, 
as natural food supplies vary 
from year to year depending 
on rainfall and other factors. 
But this summer has been a 
particularly busy one, wild¬ 
life biologists in New York 


said. 

“In multiple commun¬ 
ities, bears have gotten into 
people’s homes, in some 
cases even when people were 
at home,” said Jeremy Hurst, 
a big game biologist with the 
New York state Department 


of Environmental Conserva¬ 
tion. “Half a dozen to a dozen 
bears have been euthanized. 
More have been trapped and 
relocated.” 

No human injuries have 
been reported in New York 
this year. 


Bears typically turn to 
hard foods such as acorns and 
beechnuts in the fall to bulk 
up for winter. A cold snap in 
April that damaged a lot of 
fruit tree buds may have af¬ 
fected acorns and other wild

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Google fined $22.5M 
for privacy violation 


Record penalty. Tech 
giant will pay up to 
settle regulatory case 
with the U.S. Federal 
Trade Commission 


Google is paying a $22.5 mil¬ 
lion US fine to settle the latest 
regulatoiy case questioning the 
Internet search leader’s respect 
for people’s privacy and the in¬ 
tegrity of its internal controls. 

The penalty announced 
Thursday by the Federal Trade 
Commission matches the fig¬ 
ure reported by Ihe Associated 
Press and other media outlets 
last month. It’s the most that 
the FTC has ever fined a com¬ 
pany for a civil violation. 

The rebuke resolves the 
FTC’s allegations that Google 
duped millions of web surfers 
who use Apple’s Safari browser. 

Google had assured people 
that it wouldn’t monitor their 
online activities, as long as they 
didn’t change the browser set¬ 
tings to permit the tracking. 

Google broke that promise, 
according to the FTC, by creat¬ 
ing a technological loophole 



that enabled the company’s 
Doubleclick advertising net¬ 
work to shadow unwitting Sa¬ 
fari users. That tracking gave 
Doubleclick a better handle on 
what kinds of marketing pitch¬ 
es to show them. 

The FTC concluded that the 
contradiction between Google’s 
stealth tracking and its privacy 
assurances to Safari users vio¬ 
lated a vow that the company 
made in another settlement 
with the agency in October. 

The settlement doesn’t 
affect a separate FTC inquiry 
over whether Google has been 
abusing its position to highlight 
its own services and drive up 
online ad prices.

Looking at these birds 
haplessly caught in 
nets is bound to ruffle 
a few feathers. But in 
truth these creatures 
are unharmed in what 
is a research process 
used by biologists. Todd 
Forsgren’s provocative 
images are from a series 
on mist nets, which 
ornithologists have used 
for years to measure 
and record birds.

Behind the photos 


Definition. Mist nets are used 
by ornithologists for data that 
cannot be obtained from using 
binoculars or microphones. 

They "func¬ 
tion as 
huge spi¬ 
der webs, 
catching 
unsuspect¬ 
ing birds," 
Forsgren, shown above, says on 
his website. The scientist care¬ 
fully removes the bird from the 
net. The bird is then measured, 
aged, sexed, and banded with 
an individually numbered 
anklet before it is released back 
into the wild, unharmed. 


• For science. Forsgren explains 
the significance, rather than 
the tragedy, of getting birds 
tangled in nets. "Most people 
think the images are tragic if 
they're not familiar with the 
mist-netting and bird-banding," 
he said in an interview with 
art print website 20x200. 

"But I hope that they'll come 
to understand the valuable 
information that biologists can 
collect using these techniques." 


• Inspiration. Forsgren's 

photographs were inspired by 
the work of pioneering bird 
enthusiasts: Painter John James 
Audubon and ornithologist 
Roger Tory Peterson. 


"I spent days studying and 
trying to emulate Peterson and 
Audubon as a bird-watching 
teenager," Forsgren said. "John 
James Audubon's Birds of 
America, and Roger Tory Peter¬ 
son's Field Guide to the Birds 
of Eastern and Central North 
America were the first pieces of 
artwork I loved." 


• On critics. Despite the value 
of data from mist nets usage, 
Forsgren understands there 
will always be detractors of the 
technique: "For some viewers, 
no amount of discussion can 
convince them that the good 
this contributes to bird popula¬ 
tions justifies an hour or two of 
stress on individual birds."

Bourne delivers on 
action, not on plot 


Richard: Mark, why they 
didn’t call this movie Bourne 
Again, I’ll never know. Jason 
Bourne may not make an 
appearance, but it feels like 
a movie we’ve seen before 
— the same shaky camera 
and frenetic action. The only 
thing that’s changed is that 
while there’s a fair amount of 
CIA superspy gobbledygook, 
it’s surprisingly light on plot. 
For a movie about the deep¬ 
est, darkest workings of se¬ 
cret government agencies the 
story is really rather simple. 

Mark: It’s just another chase 
movie, although they try to 
disguise it with pseudoscien¬ 
tific bafflegab delivered at 
record speed.

Anna Kendrick assumed she

When you’re cast to do a 
voice for a character some 
could describe as annoying, 
how do you take that? 

Well, it was funny because 
actually I had assumed this 
was the first job offer I’d ever 
gotten because of Twilight. 
Because eveiything else is 
sort of based on Rocket Sci¬ 
ence or Up in the Air — and 
now 50/50 and so on and so 
forth. This is such a differ¬ 
ent character that I thought 
this has to be based on my 
character in Twilight. I asked 
them about it, and they said 
they’d never seen Twilight 
and they just heard my voice 
in an interview and thought

it would be good, and I was 
like, “I don’t know how to 
take that at all.

All my (voice recording) ses¬ 
sions were in L.A., but I did 
make a special trip up to 
Laika just to see the sets, and 
I saw them when they were 
being taken apart so I got to 
kind of walk around in them, 
and that was really special. So 
I did miss seeing something 
actually filmed, which was 
disappointing, but all the 
other actors were jealous that 
I got to walk through and 
take pictures, like, inside the 
set — as a 50-foot woman. 


Did you take anything with 
you, like slip a tree in your 
pocket or something? 

Oh, no. I considered it, but 
I thought I’d get in trouble.

That was a really special first 
experience to have, and I’m 
really glad that it worked out 
that way because I think if I’d 
been plopped into a normal 
film set, I think I would’ve 
been utterly bewildered and 
terrified.

do what they thought they 
were going to do because, you 
know, you’re going to be out 
of frame, dude.

Then 
in the second one, my charac¬ 
ter was just like a regular guy 
in the back with the rest of 
them, like, “Hey, can I throw 
a grenade? Can I kill someone, 
please?” And I didn’t like that. 
I didn’t want to make the pic¬ 
ture — actually, I did turn it 
down. So then Stallone land of 
came to me and said, “I’m go¬ 
ing to think of something.” 



Did you have a say in 
exactly how much his story 
matches yours? 

It was all in there. I was a 
bouncer, and it had to do with 
Grace (Jones) — he fell in love 
with some girl who dances at 
a disco, which is kind of like 
Grace and the whole thing, 
right? Look, Sly made a ca¬ 
reer out of making his whole 
life into movies and it worked 
for him, so I did a little bit for 
me, I guess, and I guess it 
worked pretty well. 

Was it common for you guys 
to slip in Stallone impres¬ 
sions on set? 

Yeah, and the Arnold (Schwarz¬ 
enegger) one, too. “I’ll be back” 
(laughs). I was at Comic-Con 
with them, and you’re sitting 
at the panel with Arnold and 



Stallone, and you just don’t 
say a word because what are 
you going to do? These guys 
are so famous that they’re like 
almost beyond famous. 

When you’re bringing in 
all these new characters, 
beefing up the cast, is there 
a worry that you’re going to 
get crowded it out? 

Yes, I think it weighs on you 
incredibly. Part of the film¬

Grieving 
Stallone 
stays home 

The cast of The Expend¬ 
ables 2 say they’re giving 
Sylvester Stallone space 
after the death of his son 
last month. 

Stallone’s 36-year-old 
son Sage died on July 
13 in his Los Angeles 
home — a day after 
Stallone was joined by 
Arnold Schwarzenegger 
and other Expendables 
stars at Comic-Con in San 
Diego.

Idol Jordin Sparks takes on acting fearlessly

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Before we can start the 
interview, something white 
and fluffy rushes by my leg. 

“That’s Minnie, she’s my 
dog,” Jordin Sparks offers 
apologetially. “She got into 
a cup of coffee, so we want 
to watch her real quick for a 
little bit. She’s kind of walk¬ 
ing sideways slightly, but 
she’ll be fine.” 

That’s just one more 
thing for Sparks to keep 
track of as the American 
Idol champ launches her 
first major foray into acting 


with Sparkle, the girl-group 
drama that had her going 
toe-to-toe with one of her 
childhood idols, Whitney 
Houston. 

What was your mind-frame 
going into the audition 
process as an actress for 
the first time? 

Before I auditioned I was 
thinking, whoever gets this 
part it’s going to be really 
special. I was reading it 
going, “This is great, this 
is really incredible.” And 
then at the same time I was 
like, “Well, I haven’t read 
very many scripts so how 
do I know the difference 
between something that’s 
great and something that’s 
not?” My mindset when 
I went in to audition was 
there’s a very real chance 
that you couldn’t get this 
part, but if you do, run with 
it. Just go, run with it, don’t 
question it. But questions 
and doubt always creep in. 



Once I did get it, I was just 
like, OK, so they believe in 
me. They see something that 
I can’t see yet, so obviously 
I’m here for a reason if all of 
them collectively thought I 
was good for the part. And 


I was just like, OK let’s do 
this. I cannot be horrible if 
Whitney’s playing my mom, 
so I better step it up some¬ 
how. 

I take it you’ve read more 
scripts now. Have you got¬ 
ten any bad ones? 

Um ... well, I mean I haven’t 
read a ton of them. There 
are some that are kind of... 
I got one for a slapstick hor¬ 
ror movie, and I read that 
and I enjoyed it because I 
enjoy a kooky movie from 
time to time, but I was like, 
“Hmm ...” 

That mindset of “I might 
not get it” is pretty mature 
and realistic. How do you 
get that balance at such a 
young age? 

If we’re going to go way 
back, my dad played foot¬ 
ball. And I’ve always kind of 
compared everything to the 
sports world. Like there’s al¬ 
ways somebody who’s going 


to be coming up who’s more 
talented or faster or strong¬ 
er or something like that. 
There’s always going to be 
somebody who’s waiting in 
the wings to take your place 
or sing right alongside you. 
So I always had that mindset 
because of my dad, and I ap¬ 
plied that to Idol as well. 

How do you think Mariah 
Carey will do as a judge on 
American Idol? 

I’ve listened to Mariah Carey 
since I was in my mother’s 
stomach, so I am a huge fan 
of her and her voice and 
her music. I feel like Mariah 
started out pretty young and 
she’s grown up in the spot¬ 
light and industry. She’s had 
her ups and downs, she’s 
had high-profile relation¬ 
ships, she’s had all this stuff 
happen, and I think the 
fact that on Idol you have 
such a huge age range that 
she’s able to hit each thing 
that each contestant might 


come up with. I’m excited to 
see what she does, and I’m 
also excited to see who else 
they bring in. I feel like it’s 
been changing every year so 
much that now people are 
just used to seeing some¬ 
body new come in. 

How do you think your 
experience would’ve been 
different if she’d been a 
judge at the time? 

If she would’ve been a judge, 
I think I probably would’ve 
been a little bit more intimi¬ 
dated. I think I still would’ve 
acted the same way, but 
somebody that I idolized 
and listened to — just like 
how it was with Whitney. 
Standing with her, I had to 
tell myself, “OK, Jordin. You 
need to focus, calm down 
and work.” But I wouldn’t 
have attempted her song in 
front of her, that’s for sure. 
I don’t think I would’ve sang 
one of her songs if she was 
sitting there.

ally have the same influences. 
We have the same goals and 
visions with what we want to 
do with our band.” 

“And let’s be honest,” Gun¬ 
derson joked, “it doesn’t take 
a genius to realize that if you 
split money two ways instead 
of three ways, you make 
more money.”

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Old Crow Medicine Show start 
fresh chapter with new album 


Carry Me Back. Disc 
topping folk Billboard 
charts as group 
changes up their lineup 


The way Ketch Secor sees it, 
time doesn’t pass in a linear 
fashion when it comes to Old 
Crow Medicine Show. 

It’s a series of begin¬ 
nings and endings, starts 
and stops, and the release of 
the souped-up string band’s 
fourth album Carry Me Back 
marks all these things. Back 
with the group is Critter 
Fuqua, a founding member 
who left five years ago after 
trouble with addiction. Out is 
key member Willie Watson, 
who decided to start a solo 
career after creative differ¬ 
ences within the band. 

“We’ve been making 
circles all along in this band 
and after a certain point, a 
certain number of years of 
performance, you find you 
come back around again,” 
Secor said. “And that’s hap¬ 
pened more than a few times. 
For example, in this incarna¬ 
tion of our band, Critter and 
I are making a 20-year circle. 
Maybe Old Crow on this rec¬ 
ord made a 10-year circle or 


something. But everybody 
who’s an artist is making 
this orbit, around the muse, 
around inspiration.” 

After making a foray into 
electric instruments and 


“really knocking up the rock 
‘n’ roll tree” on their 2008 
release Tennessee Pusher, Se¬ 
cor said the band has circled 
back to the original sound 
that so excited him and 


Fuqua as kids. Carry Me Back 
is full of old-timey string 
sounds updated for the 21st 
century - sing-a-longs that 
lift the soul, ballads that rend 
the heart and a few moments 
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of pure exhilaration. 

The title song opens the 
album with a ready-made 
metaphor in the chorus of 
“Carry me back to Virginia,” 
the place where Secor and 
Fuqua grew up together and 
fell in love with roots music. 

“The record to me is as 
close as that original inspira¬ 
tion to be in a band as when 
we first got started,” Secor 
said. “It’s very much the root 
of our sound. This record 
sounds like we would’ve if 
we were any good 14 years 
ago.” 

Back then they were 
slightly eccentric wander¬ 
ers, hearing a sound in their 
heads few others their age 
could pick up — or cared 
to. When Carry Me Back hit 
stores last month, they found 
they’re now running at the 
front of an ever-expanding

Carry Me 
Back came out July 17 and 
earned the band its biggest 
debut, landing at No. 1 on 
Billboard’s folk and bluegrass 
charts, No. 4 on the countiy 
chart and No. 22 on the all¬ 
genre Billboard Top 200.

When it comes to undiscov¬ 
ered wine countries, Greece 
is the word. 

While you could make 
a decent argument for 
China and somewhere 
obscure in South America 
or Eastern Europe, the 
Greeks are often cred¬ 
ited for getting the wine 
industry rolling by being 
the first to ferment grape 
juice a few centuries ago. 

Problem is, Greek wines 
come with more baggage 
than a family holiday with 
the Kardashian sisters. 

Though the good stuff 
is Mediterranean in style, 
I’m betting the only wine 
you’ve ever tried from 
Greece is the polarizing, 
pine-resonated Retsina — 
which has a taste that can 
only be acquired after copi¬ 
ous shots of Ouzo. 

As if freaky flavours 
aren’t enough of a problem, 
the old adage “It’s all Greek 
to me” certainly applies 
to most of the country’s 
wine labels. Even if you can 
pronounce a word with five 
vowels, you would still need 
a UN translator to under¬ 
stand what it means. 

Selection varies dramat¬ 
ically across the country 
so it’s hard to recommend 
a go-to wine. Look for one 
made by one of its better 
producers (Boutari or D. 
Kourtakis) and with one 
of its endogenous classic 
grapes — agiorgitiko for red 
and moschofilero for white.

Canadian freestyle wrestler 
Tonya Verbeek had been in 
this situation before.

The head of equestrian’s 
world governing body is 
defending the decision 
to disqualify a Canadian 
rider’s horse at the London 
Olympics. 

Tiffany Foster’s horse Vic¬ 
tor was found to have hyper¬ 
sensitivity in his left front 


leg due to a small scratch 
shortly before Sunday’s team 
competition. 

While Canadian officials 
have argued Victor was fit 
to compete, FEI secretary 
general Ingmar De Vos said 
he believes disqualification 
was the right decision. 

“Disqualification of an 
athlete will always spark 
speculation, but in the case 
of Tiffany Foster’s horse Vic¬ 
tor the protocol established 
very clearly that this was 
an obvious case of hyper¬ 


sensitivity,” De Vos said in a 
statement Thursday. 

“This was a unanimous 
decision, supported by four 
highly qualified veterin¬ 
arians who specialize in 
testing for hypersensitivity 
using a system that has been 
monitoring FEI competitions 
since 2005.” 

Canada’s appeal of the de¬ 
cision was denied and a dev¬ 
astated Foster was knocked 
out of the London Games, 
enraging her teammates.
